Tho 
ventilation of a Louse-drain Was supposed 
to bo porfeet when a vent-pipe had been 
catried up above the roof and an inlet-pipa 
been provided in the forecourt, with a 
water seal trap to cut off cominunication ; 
but, however porfect such an arrangement 
was in theory, it wasin practice either im- | 
perfect or useless, They could not enaure 
that the air inlet would not sometimes nct 
as an outlet aud be a nuisance, nor that 
the outlet pipe would not sometimes be- 
come an inlet and, therefore, as a venti- 
lator, worse than useless, ‘The consequence 
was that ninety out of a hundred times, the 
air inlet, being found occasionally an offen- 
aiva nuisance, was stopped ap permanently. 
In a street of ahundred housed, in fifty of 
which inieta for ventilating the drains had 
ben provided, all but three were stopped 
up. In such cases, in spite of the up-cast 
shaft carried up above the. roof, there waa 
no ventilation of sither the house-drain, 
or the sewer, and inthe few cases where 
the ventilation of the house-drain was 
etiective, the effect on the sewer was nil. 
Turning to the, attempts at sewer veptila- 
tion, the paper desoribed the aboye attempta 
made to prevent the man-holea,. lamp-holes 
end gullies being » nuisance to all who’ 
pags them or liva near thom.

The 
remedy was usoleas, for it was the parsing 
sewage which emitted the offensive odours. 
Oarbolis acid was, in somo cages, splashed 
over the surface of the road round the man- 
hole—a meraly temporary moagure, as UEe- 
less as it waa wasteful, In a small number 
of instances permission might, porhaps, be 
obtained to fix a rain-wator pipe against a 
neighbouring house io act as an upeast 
shaft, the offensive man-bola being closed. 
This might be more or Jes effectual for 4 
short lenyth of the aswer, but to be practic- 
ally beneficial anch pipes would have to ba 
excessively numerous, when they must be 
excessively agly. Artificial heat: had been 
tried, in rare instances, but the success of 
auch expedierta, which were necessarily 
costly, had not been sufficiently proved to 
warrant a general adoption of them. The 
remedy proposed by the lecturer is to closa 
all the openings in front used as air inleta, 
to suppress the disconnecting: traps, and 
convert the house-drains and the sewer into 
one continuous syetem, which would bo 
then ventilated from and to.end by the up- 
cast halts, left wherever they have been 
put op and multiplied where not sufficiently 
nomerous, That the greater. inteasity of 
the sewer gaa would intensify the evil where 
drains were defective was admitfed—but 
they anust nevor be defective, for a defective 
drain was a danger to health, whether aewer 
ges had or had not access tuit, The greater 
pungency of the sewer gas would have the 
advantage of more imperatively calling at- 
tention to defects in the drains, But with 
the aystem of more natural ventilation 
that would bo ebtained by the proposed 
plan, it was mnaintained that the sewer gas 
would become much more innocuous. The
